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Newmarket College to become an academy under the leadership of 
an Inspirational' headteacher from outstanding Haverhill school

NEWMARKET College is set to be¬ 
come an academy with the help of 
an “inspirational” new executive 
principal. 

The struggling college has joined 
forces with Samuel Ward Academy, 
in Haverhill, which hopes to lead 
it out of special measures and im¬ 
prove educational attainment. 

Samuel Ward executive principal 
Howard Lay will take on a dual role 
as executive principal of both col¬ 
leges in April, if the application to 
sponsor Newmarket College is ap¬ 
proved by the government. 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr, principal 
of Newmarket College, said: “I am 
very excited about Newmarket Col¬ 
lege becoming a sponsored acade¬ 
my with the Samuel Ward Academy 
Trust. 

“I believe that this secures the 
future of the college and will drive 
and support our school improve¬ 
ment journey.” 

Newmarket College was put 
into special measures in April but 
achieved the best GCSE results in 
its history last month. 

Dr Cadwalladr said: “Our ambi¬ 
tion is not just to get out of Special 
Measures, but to continue on to 


become a Good and then an Out¬ 
standing School and our partner¬ 
ship with the Samuel Ward Acad¬ 
emy Trust will be really important 
in securing this outcome. 

“Ultimately, academy status will 
bring with it support, structures 
and funding to ensure sustain¬ 
able and high-quality teaching and 
learning to the long-term benefit of 
the young people of Newmarket. 

“In the period of transition I am 
delighted to be working with How¬ 
ard Lay and his colleagues from the 


Samuel Ward Academy. They have 
already made a difference and we 
have seen concrete steps to help 
us develop further good and out¬ 
standing practice.” 

Since Mr Lay took over in 2000, 
Samuel Ward has risen from a Sat¬ 
isfactory to an Outstanding rating 
in its last two Ofsted inspections. It

has also secured a 24 per cent rise 
in students achieving five or more 
GCSE A*-C grades, including Eng¬ 
lish and Maths, in the last three 
years. 

The academy is a National Sup¬ 
port School, and it was approached 
by the Department for Education 
to sponsor Newmarket College. 

Mr Lay told the News: “We don’t 
just support education for the pu¬ 
pils in the immediate community, 
we help in the outer community. 
If we work with a group of schools 


together in partnership, that will 
help maintain the future of Samuel 
Ward.” 

Describing the four years before 
Samuel Ward achieved its first Out¬ 
standing report, Mr Lay said: “The 
school was nothing like it is now. 
Years ago the outcomes needed to 
be higher, the teaching needed to 
change and the discipline needed 
to be firmer.” 

He said: “I think the main re¬ 
sponsibility of any adult, whether 
parents or people in the commu¬ 
nity without children, is to act as 
a role model to future generations 
and that’s the way the world will 
improve. 

“If we offer good role models 
with a clear set of values we will 
succeed in taking a generation that 
will make the world a better place 
to live in. That’s what I feel teach¬ 
ing is. 

“We will achieve that in Newmar¬ 
ket. It has gone through a difficult 
time. Exam results this year im¬ 
proved and we can do a lot by sup¬ 
porting and helping it and making 
the young people positive and con¬ 
fident.”

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Town’s MP among 
biggest spenders

EXPENSES claimed by the 
region’s MPs totalled nearly 
£300,000 last year and Newmar¬ 
ket’s MP was one of the biggest 
spenders. 

The total of £286,549 for 
2012/13 compared to £278,636 
during the previous year and 
covered expenses such as of¬ 
fice costs, accommodation and 
travel, but not staff salaries. 

This was an increase of three 
per cent on the previous 12 
months. 

According to figures released 
by the Independent Parliamen¬ 
tary Standards Authority, the 
biggest spenders last year were 
West Suffolk’s Matthew Hancock 
and North East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire’s Stephen Barclay, who both 
claimed nearly £46,000. 

Mr Hancock claimed 
£45,693.39 last year compared 
with £43,229.92 the year before. 

The data also revealed that

three MPs from the region, in¬ 
cluding Sir Jim Paice, employed 
their wives in their offices. 

Sir Jim, who represents South 
East Cambridgeshire, employed 
his wife Ava as a parliamentary 
assistant on a salary of between 
£10,000 and £15,000. 

Saffron Walden’s Sir Alan 
Haselhurst also employed his 
wife Angela as an office manag¬ 
er on a salary band of £40,000 to 
£45,000, while North East Hert¬ 


fordshire’s Oliver Heald’s wife 
Christine held the same role 
on pay of between £35,000 and 
£40,000. 

Matthew Sinclair, the chief 
executive of the Taxpayers’ Al¬ 
liance, was concerned by an 
overall rise in claims. 

He said: “Of course MPs 
should get reasonable office 
and staff support to assist them 
in their important work repre¬ 
senting constituents at West¬ 
minster, but these costs must 
be kept under control. 

“Taxpayers want to know that 
they are getting value for their 
money and they will have seri¬ 
ous concerns about there being 
a hike in the overall cost of run¬ 
ning MPs’ offices over the last 12 
months. 

“While there have been many 
sensible changes to the expens¬ 
es regime since the 2009 scan¬ 
dal, this kind of year-on-year 
rise is totally unsustainable and 
Ipsa has to explain to those of 
us footing the bill how that has 
been allowed to happen.”

Farewell, Sir Henry 


THE bells of Ely Cathedral 
have pealed a last farewell to 
champion racehorse trainer Sir 
Henry Cecil. 

Hundreds of people attended 
a memorial service on Monday 
afternoon to pay their respects 
to a man described as “the 
much-loved gentleman of our 
sport”. 

The 70-year-old Newmarket 
trainer died on June 11 after a 
long battie with stomach cancer 
and was laid to rest at Craithes 
Castle near Aberdeen, the 
ancestral seat of his mother’s 
family 

A special service was given in 
Ely for friends and colleagues of 
the 10-time champion trainer, 
whose extraordinary career 
included winning 25 British 
Classics and his iconic run 
with the unbeaten racehorse 
Frankel. 

A private family funeral 
was held at St Agnes Church, 
Newmarket, in June. 

His widow Lady Cecil said 
Sir Henry had always loved Ely 
Cathedral which he claimed 
was visible on a clear day 
from the top of Warren Hill, 
Newmarket, where he worked

as a trainer. 

Among those present were 
Channel 4 presenter Clare 
Balding, racing commentator 
Derek Thompson, jockey Tom 
Queally and die Queen’s trainer 
Sir Michael Stoute. 

Julie Sinclair, from Soham, 
was among dozens of people 
who gathered outside to watch 
people entering the cathedral. 

She said: “Sir Henry was a 
great and popular man and I 
wanted to come down to the 
cathedral just to be a part of it 
all really. 

“I think the cathedral is the 
perfect venue for the service. 

“I saw Clare Balding walking 
into the cathedral which was 
pretty exciting and there are lots 
of big names in the horseracing 
industry inside.” 

A spokesman for the Jockey 
Club posted on Twitter: “Today 
our thoughts, and those of our 
colleagues, are of Sir Henry 
Cecil, his friends and family.” 

Sir Henry was born in J943 


in Aberdeen only two weeks 
after the death of his father 
Henry, the 3rd Lord Amherst 
of Hackney, who was killed in 
battle in north Africa. 

His mother Rohays Cecil 
married champion trainer 
Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, who 
owned Freemasons Lodge yard 
in Newmarket, where Henry 
worked as an assistant trainer. 

Henry and his twin brother 
David rode out for their 
stepfather as teenagers 
and worked at Lord Derby’s 
Woodland Stud when they left 
school. 

He married his childhood 
sweetheart Julie Murless in 
1966, the daughter of celebrated 
trainer Sir Noel Murless, whose 
yard at Warren Place he later 
bought. 

The couple divorced in 1990 
after having two children and 
he went on to marry again 
twice, to Natalie Payne in 1992 
and his former secretary Jane 
McKeown in 2008. 

He is survived by his wife Jane 
and his three children, Noel and 
Katie from his first marriage, 
and son Jake from his second 
marriage.

3G cover 
'not good 
enough' 

POOR 3G mobile coverage is 
hampering the lives of resi¬ 
dents and businesses in East 
Cambridgeshire, according to 
a councillor. 

In a letter to the main tele¬ 
communication companies, 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Councillor James Palmer has 
asked each firm to explain why 
the 3G network in the district is 
so poor. 

The letter highlights East 
Cambridgeshire as one of the 
fastest growing areas in the 
country over the last 10 years 
and greatly dependent on im¬ 
proved telecommunications. 

Cllr Palmer, said: “When 3G 
technology was first rolled out 
in the last decade it was her¬ 
alded as the future of commu¬ 
nications with faster connec¬ 
tivity bringing fantastic new 
opportunities. 

“However, years after it was 
launched only now are areas 
of East Cambridgeshire getting 
3G - this is simply not good 
enough especially given the 
speed of our recent growth. 

“I wanted to know if they 
thought it was fair for their 
customers in Littleport, Ford- 
ham and Burwell to pay the 
same bills as all those who en¬ 
joy 3G coverage in major cities 
- let alone 4G which is begin¬ 
ning to roll out.” 

Cllr Palmer said he would let 
people know the answer he re¬ 
ceives.

Reserve is buzzing over rare spider 


WARDENS at a 
nature reserve 
were abuzz with 
excitement at the 
sighting of a rare 
kind of spider. 

Katherine Puttick, 
a warden at RSPB 
Lakenheath Fen 
was delighted when 
she spotted a Wasp 
Spider, which has 
never been seen 
before at the reserve. 

She said: "I found 
it. Apart from it 
being a really striking 
spider, it was a first 
for the reserve, which 
made finding it even 
more exciting." 

The rare spider 
is named after the 
distinctive yellow and 
black stripes on its 
abdomen. 

It is native to parts 
of central Europe, 
north Africa and 
parts of Asia but 
the arachnids have 
begun to appear in 
the UK during the 
last ten years. 

Staff found the 


spider on the 
reserve's land 
towards the Norfolk 
border, which are not 
open to the public, 
but it is hoped the 
spiders may have 
crossed into the 
public section of the 
reserve. 

Katherine said 
wardens and 
volunteers are 
keeping their eyes 
peeled for more 
of the insects and 
asking visitors to join 
them. She added: "As 
with many wildlife 
sightings, it was a 
very good case of 
being in the right 
place at the right 
time."

Decline of the 
bedtime story 

A THIRD of parents do not read to 
their children at bedtime, according 
to new research. 

The report by clothing and 
homeware retailer Littlewoods, 
found 36 per cent of 2,000 mothers 
with children aged 0 to 7 years old 
did not read their children a bedtime 
story. This is despite the fact 91 per 
cent of those asked said they were 
read to as children. 

Stress was a factor in the decline 
of the bedtime story, according to 
nine per cent of respondents while 
13 per cent said they did not have 
enough time. 

However 87 per cent said thei 
believed reading was key to a child's 
educational development.

A LARGE ‘wolf like’ dog has fi¬ 
nally been caught after being on 
the loose in the area.

haven’t seen it but my friend has 
seen it in Isleham and actually 
thought it was a wolf. Nobody 
seems to be able to catch it or 
knows where it has come from.” 

A spokeswoman for Wood 
Green said: “We took in a dog 
from the Isleham area at the 
weekend after reports it had 


been straying in the area for 
some time. 

“We have been able to trace 
her history through her mi¬ 
crochip. We know that she is 
a Czechoslovakian Wolfdog 
crossed with a Northern Inuit 
Dog. We hope to be able to reu¬ 
nite her with her owner shortiy.”

Police chief angered by 
motorists’ ‘lack of respect’

MOTORISTS have been criti¬ 
cised for a “flagrant lack of re¬ 
spect for the law” by the coun¬ 
ty’s crime commissioner. 

Suffolk police took to the 
roads last week on a road safety 
enforcement campaign. 230 
offences were recorded with 
125 drivers not to be wearing 
seatbelts and 65 using a mobile 
phone. Meanwhile 13 vehicles 
had defects and four drivers 
were found not in proper con¬ 
trol of their vehicle. Around 
£23,000 in fines was handed 
out. 

The county’s police and crime 
commissioner (PCC) Tim Pass- 
more joined officers on Tuesday 
on the A14 between Newmarket 
and Fexlistowe. 

He said: “The A14 is a crucial 
route through our county and 
artery of international impor¬ 
tance; keeping the road free- 
flowing is extremely important. 

“I was absolutely appalled by 
the flagrant lack of respect for 
the law. In the short time I was 
with them, officers stopped half 
a dozen HGV drivers for not 
wearing a seatbelt. I find it ab¬ 
solutely staggering that drivers 
set off on a journey without pro¬ 
tecting themselves, and other 
drivers, by simply putting a seat 
belt on.” 

The operation in Suffolk in¬ 
volved an unmarked lorry pa¬ 
trolling the A14, with a team of 
roads policing officers accom¬ 
panying them to stop any of¬ 
fenders. The aim of the opera¬ 
tion was to detect offences, that 
distract drivers such as using 


your life, and the lives of fellow 
road users, to pick up a call. It is 
unbelievable.” 

He said: “Any hold-up on the 
A14 has a huge impact on the 
Suffolk economy, both from a 
point of view of local companies 
not being able to carry out their 
business and also from a repu¬ 
tational perspective for visitors. 

“Regular hold-ups on the A14 
caused by dangerous driving 
can greatly damage the county’s 
status as a wonderful tourist 
destination.”

Plan should not 
be thrown out 

I MUST take issue with my former 
fellow District Councillor, one 
of our County Councillors, Lisa 
Chambers regarding Hatchfield 
Farm. 

There can be little doubt that Lord 
Derby's advisers are well aware 
of the Newmarket Vision, Forest 
Heath's plans and strategies and the 
sundry laws, rules and regulations 
of Councils and the Government 
- and take account of these in 
submitting applications. They are 


professionals. 

The Newmarket Vision is an 
admirable document. 

I recall, during my time as District 
Councillor for the Severals, that 
an equally admirable document 
was produced on tourism in Forest 
Heath. This took something like 
a year and goodness knows how 
many hours of work. 

The main conclusion appeared to 
be that Newmarket was famous 
for racing. I was not particularly 
surprised at this. 

Nor, really, am I surprised that 
there appears to be little, even no, 
improvement regarding tourism and 
the local economy following this 
report. 

Newmarket was once just a staging 
post for the London coaches. 

Rather like a Wild West frontier 
town it developed a High Street. It 
fostered horse breeding and racing 
rather than cattle ranches and 
undoubtedly qualifies as the Home 
of Horse Racing. 

Studs and racing yards clustered 
round the racecourses and homes 
and buildings attached to the High 
Street. 

The population growth of 
the country was reflected in 
Newmarket as in all towns. 

Financial downturns in the sixties 
led to a number of studs and yards 
becoming surplus to requirements. 
No doubt the owners of the old 
Manderston Stud and others, 
including yard owners, were 
relieved to sell their land for 
housing development. 

Racing too was in a parlous state. 
Even today, take out Godolphin, 
Darley etc and there would not be 
too much left. 

Meanwhile we have a large portion 
of Newmarket's population not 
connected with its primary industry. 
It is interesting that Suffolk County 
Council have the former St Felix 
and Scaltback sites earmarked for 
housing, commercial / industrial 
and community use yet the 
population of Newmarket has 
grown and is growing and there is 
clearly a need for extra primary and 


secondary schooling. 

St Felix, according to Councillor 
Chambers, would not be available 
for the proposed free school, 
accepted, in principle, by the Town 
Council. 

However, to justify additional or 
extra schools the numbers must 
add up. There must be adequate 
pupils to justify expenditure and 
the families of these pupils must 
have housing and, preferably, local 
employment. 

It is a common cry that any 
extra housing would merely be 
dormitories for Cambridge workers. 
That is possibly correct if there is 
little local employment. 

The irony is that not so long ago the 
plan was that Newmarket needed 
(or was required) to produce extra 
housing and employment. 

Lord Derby responded to this and 
has been treated like a donkey 
being teased with a carrot on a 
stick. 

There are undoubtedly brown 
field sites in Newmarket which 
could be developed. One such is 
Queensbury Lodge which is not fit 
for purpose as a racing stable but 
applications are repeatedly turned 
down with the Racing Policy mantra 
which, nonetheless, allowed an 
extra racing yard to be built on the 
Snailwell Road and increase the 
horse / traffic hazards of that area. 
Racing's interests are well 
represented by various 
organisations, too many to list. The 
majority non-racing population, 
however, appear to have little 
voice. 

Newmarket's twin, Maison Lafitte, 
Chantilly and sundry racing areas 
throughout Europe seem to manage 
to blend racing and other interests. 
The town is not a racing village 
tucked away down a by-road like 
Lambourn. 

It is a town which can surely be 
developed in sympathy and alliance 
with racing. Lord Derby's plans 
offer extra housing, allotments and 
recreational space. 

There may even be space for a 
school and opportunities for local 


employment. 

I do not feel the application 
should be rejected out of hand 
and also consider it is in line with 
the Newmarket Vision and the 
requirements of many of the town 
folk.

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So where should town’s 
1,200 new homes be built? 


A CONTROVERSIAL potential 
housing site remains part of the 
draft local plan despite claims it 
will “destroy” Newmarket. 

Councillors debated for more 
than two hours on Thursday 
about possible sites in New¬ 
market where houses could 
be built over the next 20 years. 
The town’s draft allocation is for 
1,230 homes. 

Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil’s (FHDC) Local Plan Working 
Group is charged with finding 
sites for 7,000 homes across the 
Forest Heath district by 2031 to 
meet the district’s needs. 

These will be shared across 
Newmarket, Mildenhall and 
Brandon, as well as villages 
such as Red Lodge and Laken- 
heath. 

A new core strategy is needed 
as the original one was subject 
to a High Court challenge in 
2011. 

Cllr Rachel Hood, who rep¬ 
resents Severals, said: “We are 
fiddling while Rome burns. 
This housing is going to destory 
Newmarket if it goes ahead. 

“It is going to destroy the rac¬ 
ing industry which is the main 
industry in the town. The real¬ 
ity is you can’t train horses in an 
urban environment. I think it is 
wrong to delegate 1,230 homes 
to Newmarket.” 

Greenfield sites mooted in¬ 
cluded Pinewood Stud and 
Brickfield Stud in Exning Road, 
the George Lambton Playing 
Fields in Fordham Road and 
the land north east of Fordham 
Road. 

Pinewood Stud is linked to 
the George Lambton Playing 
Fields as a piece of replacement 
open space if the playing fields 
are built on, as previously re¬ 
ported in the News. 

The south of the town is 
bounded by stud land, pro¬ 
tected by the district council’s

horseracing policy. 

At Thursday’s meeting, Cllr 
Hood proposed the removal of 
Hatchfield Farm site - on the 
the north east of the town - 
from the local plan draft, but 
was defeated. 

Cllr Carol Lynch, of South 
ward, said she was supportive 
of the racing industry but add¬ 
ed: “If we have to come up with 
somewhere for housing for the 
future I don’t see anywhere bet¬ 
ter than this.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, of Sev¬ 
erals ward, said: “What the 
Prince’s Foundation said was 
extend inside the town. Don’t 
build another Studlands and 
build a town on the outskirts of 
the town.” 

He said there were around 
2,000 homes planned for the 
Soham and Fordham areas in 
the next 20 years, which needed 
to be considered in tandem. 

Houses could also be built 
on the former middle school 
sites. St Felix Middle School, in 
Fordham Road, is preferred for 
housing as Scaltback Middle 
School, in Exning Road, is ear¬ 
marked for community use. 

The committee agreed on 
brownfield sites including the 
former swimming pool site, in 
High Street, and die station car 
park, which is owned by Tatter- 
sails but may become available. 

The next meeting will beon 
October 17 at 4pm at FHDC in 
College Heath Road, Milden¬ 
hall. The final draft will be dis¬ 
cussed on October 30 at 4pm 
before the draft goes to public 
consultation in November.

Cllr Warwick Hirst, vice 
chairman of the council’s 
finance and policy com¬ 
mittee, said: “Officially we 
are waiting for a decision 
from the external auditor 
on whether we were cor¬ 
rect in doing what we did. 

“The fact that some¬ 
body has paid the money 
doesn’t affect it. 

“Someone has made 
a private donation to re¬ 
fund it.” 

Cllr Hirst said he was 
unable to say who had 
made the payment, which 


was made anonymously 

The town council’s de¬ 
cision to spend £6,900 on 
Mrs Barrett’s operation is 
currently under investi¬ 
gation by external audi¬ 
tors appointed by the Au¬ 
dit Commission. 

BPOI TP have been ap¬ 
pointed as auditors 
for Newmarket 

Town Council but 
declined to com¬ 
ment on the 
matter when 
approached by 
the News. 

A spokes¬ 
man for the Audit 
Commission add 
ed: “The Auditor may 



confirm they’ve received 
documentation or not, 
but they wouldn’t specu¬ 
late on the outcome of 
something like this, un¬ 
til right at the end of the 
process.” 

The town council de¬ 
fended its decision by 
saying it had a duty 
of care to Mrs 
Barrett as a key 
member of staff 
and it would 
have had to pay 
more in sick pay 
to Mrs Barrett 
if she had been 
forced to wait for 
the necessary treat¬ 
ment on the NHS. 


Volunteer 
drivers 
needed for 
car scheme 

MORE drivers are need¬ 
ed for an innovative car 
scheme which helps vul¬ 
nerable people get around. 

The Community Car 
Scheme, run by the Volun¬ 
tary Network in the For¬ 
est Heath district, helps 
residents who do not have 
their own transport or are 
unable to use commercial 
services to attend vital ap¬ 
pointments, go shopping 
or visit friends and family 

Volunteer drivers are 
now urgendy needed to 
serve Mildenhall and the 
surrounding parishes. 
Volunteers use their own 
cars to carry out journeys 
but they can to claim back 
mileage costs. 

Caroline Robinson, Vol¬ 
untary Network Manager, 
said: “We currently have a 
very good and dedicated 
team of drivers. However 
demand for this service in 
Mildenhall and Brandon 
is rapidly increasing so we 
need two or three more 
drivers in each area to en¬ 
sure we can meet those de¬ 
mands. 

“The transport we pro¬ 
vide really is a lifeline to 
many people such as the 
elderly, those with disabili¬ 
ties and others who cannot 
find access to other means 
of transport.

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Mixed verdict over 
Good Friday racing 



Good Friday is one of 
the few days off in the 
racing calendar but 
plans are under starters 
orders to allow fixtures 
for the first time. 

LIZZY BUCHAN finds 
out more 


A FIERCE debate is raging within 
the racing community about 
whether to break with tradition 
and hold races on Good Friday. 

The industry's governing body the 
British Horseracing Authority (BHA), 
has started accepting applications 
for fixtures in 2014 but no final 
decision will be taken until the end of 
September. 

But should plans be allowed out of 
the starting gate? 

Concerns have been raised about 
racing on a religious holiday as well 
as the wellbeing of jockeys and stable 
staff, whose punishing schedules allow 
very little time off. At present there 
are only four blank days in the racing 
calendar, including Good Friday. 

Paul Bittar, chief executive of the 
BHA, said: "We are mindful of the 
historical sensitivities around this 
subject, but will seek to establish 
the net benefit to the sport of racing 
taking place on Good Friday, and 
move the debate to one based on the 
facts that are available. 

"Good Friday is a significant leisure 


day, so we are keen to fully assess the 
opportunity for racing." 

Lingfield racecourse in Surrey 
has already expressed an interest in 
holding a £1 million fixture on Good 
Friday but other courses, such as 
Newmarket, have not been so quick 
to jump on board. 

Amy Starkey, regional director of 
Jockey Club East, said: "We have 
followed the current debate about 
racing possibly taking place on Good 
Friday with interest. The Craven 
Meeting in April is the traditional 
and well-established curtain-raiser 
to the Flat racing season at The 
Home of Racing - and at Newmarket 
Racecourses we have no plans to 
change that." 

The significance of the day has 
divided opinion across the racing 
world. 


Rev Graham Locking, chaplain 
for horseracing at charity Racing 
Welfare, said: "We are in a bit of a 
difficult situation as lots of people 
have no religious faith. We can't say 
Good Friday is significant to people 
unless Christ dying on the cross has a 
significant place in their hearts. 

"My concern is for the ordinary 
people who work in racing. They lose 
one of very few days off in the year." 

Stable staff would usually work on 
Good Friday feeding and exercising 
the horses but their workload is 
usually lighter. 

Rev Locking said: "It is a day 
people will spend travelling rather 
than with their family. Racing always 
wants to stuff as much in as possible 
which isn't always a good thing. 

"Why do we need racing on 
Good Friday? Probably because the 


bookmakers want it. It doesn't add to 
the calendar, it just confuses it." 

The idea has been supported by 
top female jockey Hayley Turner, who 
told a racing website lots of sports 
are played on Good Friday and the 
industry was adopting "an old school" 
attitude. 

Turner, who has been sidelined by 
injury for a number of months, said 
she would relish the opportunity to 
ride as much as possible. 

However many trainers are against 
the idea, as they would prefer 
the money to be put into other 
programmes. 

Jane Chapple-Hyam, trainer at 
Abington Place Stables, Newmarket 
said: "I am old school so I don't think 
it should happen. 

"I think we already have enough 
racing on other days and we should 
let the staff go home for a nice roast 
and to see their families. As far as 
the staff, which are our backbone, 
are concerned we have got to think 
of them and not just us trainers and 
jockeys. 

"While it would be great to see 
more prize money and a big race day, 
it is getting away from the point that it 
is so rare for them to get a day off."

Rita Jeffrey was found 
at the bottom of the 
stairs of her home in 
Laceys Lane, Exning, on 
the morning of June 29. 

The 93-year-old died 
after suffering multiple 
injuries as she fell after 
apparently getting out of 
her stairlift, an inquest 
heard. 

The inquest held at 
St Andrews Castle, in 
Bury St Edmunds, heard 
on Thursday that Mrs 
Jeffrey’s stairlift was

stopped halfway up the 
stairs. 

Mrs Jeffrey, a retired 
dressmaker, was taken 
by paramedics to West 
Suffolk Hospital, in Bury 
St Edmunds, where she 
was discovered to have 
multiple fractures in¬ 
cluding to her ribs and a 
head injury. 

Suffolk Coroner Dr Pe¬ 
ter Dean said medical re¬ 
ports indicated Mrs Jef¬ 
frey’s condition began to 
decline the following day 


and she died on July 2. 

A post mortem ex¬ 
amination showed that 
death had been due to 
multiple injuries with 
pre-existing heart dis¬ 
ease being listed as a 
contributory factor. 

Dr Dean said one the¬ 
ory was that the battery 
on Mrs Jeffery’s stairlift 
may have become ex¬ 
hausted and she would 
have been forced to 
climb out of it when it 
stopped before she fell 
down the stairs. 

He recorded a verdict 
of accidental death.

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Mousetrap 

THE MYJItW! LIVES ON 


IT’S the longest running show in the world of theatre - 
now that’s quite an achievement. Agatha Christie’s The 
Mousetrap is what you call the ultimate murder mystery 
and is on its 60th anniversary diamond tour. 

If you haven't seen it before, firstly, where have you 
been? And secondly, as you can imagine, it does of 
course involve a murder, a country house and a host of 
suspicious guests - as all good murder mysteries do, and 
don't forget the twist... 

Ella Walker briefly caught up with one of the show's 
stars, Karl Howman, who is reprising his role as the 
shadowy Mr Paravicini. 

How would you describe your character (without giving 
the game away)? 

This was written in 1952, which was only seven years 
after the war ended, so an Italian foreigner, a stranger 
who arrives at the house seeking refuge from the blizzard, 
is, one would say, a villain. Everyone who 
was foreign was a suspect then you 
see, it didn't matter what country, 
especially the ones we were 
opposing like Italy and Germany. 

Is he even really Italian? 

Supposedly Italian - in those 
days you had to take people for 
their word because we didn't 
• have Wikipedia, you couldn't 
just get your phone out. You 
had to take people's word for 
it which is really the strength 
of Christie, because if anybody 
says something to you, you 
can't check, especially if 
you're trapped; and the 


characters are because of the blizzard. 

What appealed you about The Mousetrap ? 

It was Agatha Christie: it was iconic. I just wanted to be 
a part of it and it's my 60th year too, so this is the perfect 
time. 

You’re also writing the follow up to your 2010 film 
Fathers of Girls (which starred Ray Winstone). You must 
be busy, writing, touring and performing every night. 

No, no, no, don't put it down that I'm busy! You'd pass 
a hundred people on the street who are 100 times busier 
than me! I sit at a desk and if I think of something I'll write 
it down, that's how busy I am, and then I stroll into a 
theatre, go on stage, enjoy myself in front of a thousand 
people and then walk off, go home, have something to 
eat and go to bed. Now that isn't busy, that's enjoyment. 
Why do you think The Mousetrap is so enduringly 
popular? 

I'll give you three reasons. First, Agatha Christie the 
brand; a worldwide brand, books published in every 
country more or less, and the play does what it says 
on the tin, it's an Agatha Christie thriller. Two, The 
Mousetrap was her first play, it was only performed in 
the West End apart from a brief tour so it created a club, 
a "Who's seen The Mousetrap ?" Club. And word of 
mouth: you've got to see The Mousetrap and then you're 
got to keep quiet about who did it! And the third thing I 
think is the popularity of the television series, Marple and 
Poirot. The production qualities are just marvellous, in my 
opinion they're just brilliant.

Literary feast 


LORD of Padstow (not his official title mind, he just runs 
half the Cornish seaside town), Rick Stein is the king of 
seafood and is the first big fish (sorry) getting this year’s 
Ely Literary Festival off to a swimming start (yep, and 
again) tonight at 7pm at Ely Cathedral. 

The TV chef and restaurateur will be discussing his new 
autobiography Under A Mackerel Sky, a memoir that 
tussles with a seemingly idyllic, roaming childhood in 
Oxfordshire which was obliterated by his father's suicide 
when Stein was 18. Adrift and broken, Stein escaped to 
Australia, New Zealand and Mexico before returning to 
Cornwall where, after a few false starts and a few odd 
jobs, he started making a name for himself in food. 

And he's ever so good at food and is rather expert 
at churning out a cookery book to coincide with each 
new BBC-funded culinary adventure. A case in point; he 
recently shot back up the book chart with Rick Stein's 
India: In Search Of The Perfect Curry, the spice-laden 
accompaniment to his BBC cookery-cum-travel show of 
the same name. 

Hear him chat about food stuffs, trips and growing up, 
and expect to feel incredibly hungry. 

There's another foodie event for you (particularly 
you literary types who love to read and snack) at Old 
Bishop's Palace on Monday, September 23 at 7.30pm. 

Deb Perelman, who launched Smitten Kitchen, her 
award-winning cookery blog more than seven years ago, 
with the aim of showcasing: "Fearless cooking from a 
tiny kitchen in New York City," will be speaking about 
her career and her blog. 

The premise for the blog is: "A lot of comfort foods 
stepped up a bit, things like bread and birthday cakes 
made entirely from scratch and tutorials on everything 
from how to poach an egg to how to make tart doughs 
that don't shrink up on you, but also a favorite side dish 
(zucchini and almonds) that takes less than five minutes 
to make." Get the idea? It doesn't matter if you're a pro 
with a pan and a shelf of ingredients, or are slightly more 



apprehensive about switching the oven on, she'll charm 
you anyway. 

Deb will be chatting about her debut cookery book, 
The Smitten Kitchen Cookbook, and doing a few foodie 
demonstrations to boot. 

And bewitching is a term often used to describe the 
elusive Cambridge-based author Ali 
Smith. 

Her stories, from the whimsical, worrisome The 
Accidental which won the 2005 Whitbread Novel 
Award and was shortlisted for the Orange and the Man 
Booker Prize), to the crush of freedom and anonymity 
explored in Hotel World (also shortlisted for the Orange 
and the Man Booker), spiral wonderingly and playfully. 

The Inverness-born writer studied in Aberdeen before 
taking up a PhD at Newnham College in Cambridge (she 
didn't finish it), lecturing at the University of Strathclyde 
and then pitching fully into authordom. 

At Ely library on Tuesday, September 24 at 7.30pm, 

She will be discussing her latest book, Shire, which fuses 
fiction, autobiography and poetry in four short tales 


about life and landscape in Cambridge, linking it silkily 
with Smith's homelands in the north of Scotland, all 
prettily illustrated by Sarah Wood. 

The Independent on Sunday said: "You will 
want to read this book at least three 
times: once in a headlong rush of 
fandom; then with an internet 
connection and a dictionary of 
poetic terms; and finally in 
a darkened room with the 
phone switched off and 
time to savour Smith's 
delicious, playful use 
of language. A truly 
bewitching collection." I

IN life, the Princess Of Wales 
divided opinion. So it's fitting 
that Oliver Hirschbiegel's 
drama based on Kate Snell's 
contentious book Diana: Her 
Last Love, should have stirred 
controversy before a single 
frame has unspooled on the 
big screen. 

Dr Hasnat Khan, the 
subject of the picture, 
publicly denounced the film 
as a fiction,while a pre¬ 
recorded radio interview 
with star Naomi Watts ended 
abruptly with the suggestion 
that she walked out on DJ 
Simon Mayo. 

Tittle tattle aside, Diana is 
a trashy made-for-TV movie 
blessed with an award¬ 
winning German director and 
an Oscar nominated lead 
actress, whose talents are 
well and truly squandered. 

Both are undone by 
Stephen Jeffrey's clumsy 
script while Watts also lacks 
sexual chemistry with co-star 
Naveen Andrews, making 
a mockery of the tears and 
tantrums when the central 
relationship ultimately breaks 
down. 

If the public image of the 
princess was elegance and 
poise, behind the scenes 


in Hirschbiegel's film she 
is emotionally cold and 
calculating, tipping off a 
tabloid photographer to 
her whereabouts so he can 
splash pictures of her on 
a yacht with Dodi Fayed 
(Can Anvar) and pique 
the jealousy of Dr Khan 
(Andrews). 

Pathetic attempts to win 
Khan back take a leaf out of 
the book of Bridget Jones 
including scenes of Diana 
attempting different dialects 
in the hope the doctor will 
take her call. 

Opening in Paris in 1997, 
Hirschbiegel's film rewinds 
two years to sow the seeds 
of romance between the 
princess and Khan, part of 
which involves smuggling 
him into Kensington Palace 
in the back of her car. 

The pressure of conducting 
a romance through the 


omnipresent lens of the 
media takes its toll and Khan 
eventually ends the affair, 
propelling Diana into Dodi's 
arms. 

The film isn't quite the 
total disaster some critics 
have suggested but it comes 
perilously close. Watts offers 
a passable impression of 
a global icon, rehearsing 
answers to Martin Bashir's 
questions in a mirror so she 
can perfect her head tilt as 
she whispers, "There were 
three of us in this marriage ... 
so it was a bit crowded." 

Andrews fails to live up 
to his surgeon's nickname 
as Mr Wonderful and 
Hirschbiegel's direction lacks 
energy. 

An excessive two-hour 
running time will test the 
patience of even the most 
ardent and devoted Diana 
fan.

the GUIDE 


Storage is 

the secret... 



THE warm summer months might be over, but the 
abundant wild berries, plentiful apples, and juicy 
tomatoes they helped create can make it feel like 
the sun is still shining. 

It's unlikely keen gardeners can manage to eat 
all this bumper produce immediately though, 
which is where the art of 
storage comes in. 

Maincrop potatoes and 
onions will keep well in a cool 
shed or garage, while garlic 
should be placed in a cool 
room in the house. All three 
should be free of soil and 
perfectly dry before storing. 

Onions and garlic can be 
strung and hung up, while 
potatoes will be quite happy in 
paper or a hessian sack, kept 
in the dark to stop them from 
sprouting. 

If you have blackcurrants, redcurrants and 
gooseberries, these are perfect for jams, partly 
because they contain plenty of pectin, the 
ingredient that makes jam set. With jams or 
jellies, it is important to sterilise the jars and lids 
for 10 minutes in boiling water before using them. 
Most fruits and vegetables will last up to 12 
months using this method. 


Blackberries and other wild berries have been 
abundant this year, thanks to last year's wet 
summer and this year's dry one, and are easy to 
freeze (although avoid freezing strawberries as 
they become mushy). Just select the best fruit, 
spreading the berries in a single layer on a clean 
tray and put it in the fast-freeze 
section of the freezer. Once it's 
frozen, transfer it to bags and 
return it to the freezer. 

If you have too many ripe 
tomatoes, try drying them in 
the oven, placing them on a 
tray at the lowest setting for 
several hours with the oven 
door just ajar. Alternatively, 
skin them by placing them in 
a bowl of just boiled water, 
leaving them there for a few 
minutes, then removing the 
skin and blitzing them into a 
puree which can be a base for any Italian passata, 
which can be frozen. Unripe tomatoes can also be 
transformed into delicious green tomato chutney, 
there are umpteen recipes to be found on the 
internet. 

Cucumbers spring to mind when we think of 
pickling, but many vegetables and fruits can 
be preserved in this manner including peppers, 


cauliflower, apples and pears. Peas and green 
beans should be blanched (dunked in boiling 
water for several minutes, then plunged into 
cold water and dried off) before freezing, while 
courgettes freeze satisfactorily in prepared dishes 
such as ratatouille, and pumpkins can be made 
into preserves using lemons, sugar and mixed 
spices. 

Root vegetables such as carrots, parsnips, 
beetroot and celeriac can generally be left in the 
ground until required, although try to dig a few 
up to store in a cool place before winter sets in 
and the ground becomes too hard to harvest 
them easily. 


To store gluts of apples and pears, you'll need 
to handle them carefully, placing them in a room 
with a low, even temperature, good ventilation 
and a moist atmosphere such as a cellar. 

If you are putting apples in your garden 
shed, wrap them in newspaper (this slows the 
shrivelling process and isolates rots), put them in 
boxes, stack them in a cool spot under insulation 
(such as straw or polystyrene sheets) and cover 
with polythene. 

Check them regularly for signs of disease and 
remove any which have rotted. Pears prefer 
slightly drier and warmer conditions and are best 
not wrapped or stacked.

The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used.

D Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service?

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
